Communist aggression in that gen ­

The President did not spell out 
objectionable features of the Indo­ 
china cease fire in his prepared

During the question and 
answer period at his news co n fe r­ 
ence, he referred to the partition 
of Viet Nam as a very unsatisfac­ 
tory situation parallel to that p r e ­ 
viously existing in Korea and G e r­ 
many.
